Owing to the thick- 
ness of the weather the accident was 
not seen from the shore, but the 
shouts for help of those in distreM 
attracted the crews of two steamers^ 
which at once went to the soene^ 
There is no means for establishing 
definitely the number of victims. The 
passage across the river was short 
and no count was--made, but according 
to the police 31 persona are missing.

Tha Archangelsk 
was an old iron steamer, open forward 
and roofed over astern.

The crew of the boat was made up ot

GIVEN FREEDOM 


Leader of the "Camorra" Wanted it 


Naples for Assassination. 


CAUGHT IN RAID JN NEW YORK 


Prisoner Has Alt the Appearance of 


an Italian of High Rank and Denies 
That 
He Committed Any Crime. 


Authorities Awaiting Action of the 
Italian Government. 
New York, April 22.— An Interesting 


talp of an Italian bandit was hroneht 
to -light by 
x'-'ice raid in the East 


Side. The sut: is Enrico Alfano, head 
of the mys-CTlous Camorra of Naples, 
an Italian organization of freebooters 
and terrorists. 


When the police made a raid on a 


den one night last week, Alfano was 
discovered crouching into a corner, 
seekiitg to escape the glare of t£e po- 
liceman's lantern. He has been held 
without bail on the charge of murder, 
but unless the necessary requisition 
papers arrive from Italy or some 
strong representations are made from 
Rome to the government at Washing- 
ton, it seems likely he will be given 
his freedom. 


Death was the punishment inflicted 


on one Cuocolo. a pretender to the 
position of ruler of the Cammorristi, 
and Alfano is declared to be the slayer 
of his rival. The pretender was lured 
to a forest, where he was stabbed to 
death. It is claimed, by Alfano and 
his conspirators. 
Then the wife of 


Cuocolo was killed. The assassina- 
tions spurred the gendarmes of v ^-"-A^ 
to extraordinary activity. Alfaa* -?*? 
the conspirators, always protected »•• 
the farreaching Camorra, seemed Im- 
mune from prosecution. 
Indeed, he 


•was held by the populace as a demi- 
god. With headquarters at Naples, the 
Camorra stretched out in all direc- 
tions, carrying on systematic terror- 
ism, robberies, blackmail and other 
forms of crime, a huge and fine-spun 
web to enmesh many victims, which 
was directed always by Alfano and 
which always safeguarded him from 
misadventure. 


Alfano fled to America and to the 


Italian settlement of New York. He 
is not much over 35. A handsome 
face is marred by an ugly scar. In the 
police court Alfano had all the appear- 
ance of an Italian of high rank. 
He 


wore a suit of fine texture, moulded to 
his slender form. He admittedthrougb. 
an interpreter that he was Alfano, but 
denied that he had, committed any 
crime. He was, he -coolly declared, 
visiting the United Sfates because -of 
the frequency of political arrests in 
Italy. 


Doctor Aked's First. 


New York, April 22. — Rev. Charles 


F. Aked, for 16 years pastor of the sec- 
ond largest Protestant church in Eng- 
land, assumed the pastorate of the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist church of this 
city. Dr. Aked's labors at Liverpool, 
where he was pastor of Pembroke 
chapel, drew the attention of Europe 
because of his ability as a preacher. 
Dr. Aked first preached at the Fifth 
avenue church early last winter, and 
left a deep impression upon the mem- 
bers. Subsequently a call went out 
to him, a call which received the 
earnest indorsement of John D. Rock- 
efeller, who is one of the pillars of the 
Fifth avenue congregation. The new 
minister's initial sermon was in the 
nature of a message to the American 
people. Dr. Aked declared he was 
here to preach to all men— to take his 
place with the leaders of all the 
churches and to summon all his ener- 
gies to battle with the problems that 
trouble American life. 


French Girl a Suicide. 


New York, April 22. — Because she 


was afraid she was losing the love 
that meant more than life to her, Isa- 
belle Bouttelot, a pretty French girl, 
killed herself, having sought 
her 


lover's room as the place to die. Louis 
Belleville, a member of the orchestra 
at Haminerstein's Manhattan opera 
house, was the lover, and when he re- 
turned to his boarding bouse he found 
the body of his sweetheart and a let- 
ter which she had written telling him 
that life was no longer worth living. 
The girl reached her lover's quarters 
by means of a fire "scape. 
Once in 


the room she tore part of her clothing 
into shreds and stopped all the crev- 
ices in the windows and door and 
turned on two gas jets. Then she sat 
down in a rocking chair to await 
death 
Belleville was much affected 


ny the girl's death and has arranged 
for her burial. 


Bonds Recovered. - 


- New York, April 22.—W. O. Douglas, 
loan clerk of the Trust Company of 
America, was arraigned in the West 
Side police court and remanded with- 
out bail on the charge of taking from 
the company $500,000 in bonds. 
He 


was arrested on the complaint of Oak- 
leigh Thome, president of the trust 
company, who discovered the loss of 
the bonds and personally traced Doug- 
las to a hotel in Fortj seventh street. 
Mr. Thome stated that after his ar- 
rest Douglas admitted to him that he 
had taken the bonds, which were those 
of the Chftago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railroad company, about 10 days ago, 
and also told where they were. 
He 


said he had made no attempt to dis- 
pose of them and that he did not know 
why he took them. Douglas had been 
with the company for a number of 
years. His salary was $7,r>00 a year 
and he was not known to be in finan- 
cial straits.

Its Validity Will be Questioned in Demurrers to 


Indictments Filed at lint) I ay 


Prominent Columbus Man Dropped Dead at the Telephone 
- Crime of Bandits at Lima—News 


B! Buckeye State GontieDsed. 


Findlay, O., April 22.—The validity 


of the Valentine act was attacked here 
when attorneys for the Standard Oil 
company fil< d demurrers to the secret 
indictments found against the Stand- 
ard and its subbid.aiy companies. • 


The demurrers filed claim the facts 


stated in the indictments do not con- 
stitute an oifgnse punishable in the 
state of Ohio; that there is a mis- 
joiner of separate offenses differently 
affecting several indictments set forth 
and a misjomer of defendants therein; 
that tho statutes of the state of Ohio 
denouncing conspiracies, or combina- 
tions in lestramt of trade, commonly 
known as the Valentine act, aie 
a violation of the constitution of the 
United 
States, because the indict- 


ments are styled as being in violation 
of section 1 of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the-constitution, in that no 
state can enfoice a law depriving an 
individual of property or his personal 
liberty without due procedure of law. 


Article 1 of section 8 provides that 


congress shall have the power exclu- 
sively regarding matters as charged in 
the indictments, and that no state shall 
pass an expost facto law to impair the 
obligations 
of 
any 
contract. 
The 


eighth amendment of the constitution 
provides that no excessive fines or 
punishment shall be imposed for of- 
fenses as named in the indictment 


Vorys' Report. 


Columbus, O., April 22.—According 


to the annual report of State Insur- 
ance Superintendent A. I. Vorys, just 
submitted to the governor, the Ohio 
business of the 53 companies in 1906 
aggregated $114,636,264, of which $76,- 
612,144 was ordinary -and $38,023.620 
industrial. The amount 
terminated 


was, §56,650,095, of which $57,911,060 
was ordinary and $28,739,035 indus- 
trial. The amount in force was $740,- 
663,506, being $592,537,080 ordinary 
and $148,120,423 industrial. The net 
gain during the year is $27,986,169. 
Ohio policy-holders paid in premiums 
$26,781,220.16. Losses incurred in this 
state were $8,827,634, of which $7,174,- 
074 was paid. 


Crime of Bandits. 


Lima, O., April 22.—William Legg, 


40, was shot and almost 
instantly 


killed in his meat market in the sub- 
urbs of Sidney, south of this city. Two 
strangers entered his place and while 
one of them covered Legg with a pis- 
tol the other proceeded to rob the cash 
drawer. 
Legg made an effort to se- 


cure his pistol, when the man with the 
gun fired, four shots in all being ex- 
changed. Legg was shot through the 
stomach, the bullets shattering the 
spinal column. The robbers secured 
about $25 and fled. Frank Earl, 26, 
and Frank Walker, 31, suspects, have 
been placed under arrest. 


Denied Receiver.
